4. (New) The programming device according to claim 3, wherein 
the software tool depositsyat least one data group of the data 
of the first object into tnW second object so that at the 
beginning of the access to tfre second object, the software 
tool does not incorporate the at: least one data group of the 
first object into the second ob jVct .
